.Obviously, cruiser 
Patrol is the most_efficient 
use of police manpower in 
many areas of the city," the 
City Council member said. 
“But in-many other areas, 
Particularly those hardest 
hit by crime, foot 
patrolmen would be highly 
effective if backed up by 
cruiser patroimen, when 
needed,” 

“There is no substitute,” 
he said, “for the nce 
of a neighborhood 
patrolmen who knows the 
citizens and who is known 
by them. The trust and 
confidence that can be 
built in this. kind of 
situation is invaluable in 
creating an atmosphere of 
cooperation."

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in past years, the Black Education Coalition has in- 
terviewed candidates for the Columbus Board of 
Education and excerpts from those interviews have been 
published in*The CALL-POST, 

This year, the Coalition did not interview candidates 
but met with The CALL-POST and the Columbus Urban 
League to develop pertinent questions concerning the 
@ducation of black and poor white children. 

These questions were used on the Urban League's 
“Lighthouse” and “Urban League Presents" programs 
and in The CALL-POST interviews with candidates 
which follow, 

Of the eight candidates running for four seats on the 
board of education this year, four are incumbents. They 
are Marie Castleman, 384 Noe-Bixby Rd., a social worker 
employed by the Veteran's Administration; Dr. David 
Hamlar, 705 Bryden Road, Board of Education president 
and a dentist; Paul Langdon, 75 Powhatan Ave, an ac- 
countant and assistant treasurer of Battelle Memorial In- 
stitute and Marilyn Redden, 231 Blenheim Road, Board 
of Education vi president, homemaker and past 
President of the Columbus Council of PTA. 

Contending for their seats are Mary Flom, 3814 
Astor Ave., homemaker and active PTA member; Llewyn 
Fowlkes, 299 North Taylor Ave., a teacher employed by 
the Columbus Public Schools; Rosalyn Sonenstein, 2790 
Schaaf Drive, homemaker and active PTA member and 
Joan Spratley Weld, former teacher and staff assistant to 
U.S. Senator John H. Glenn. 

All candidates were asked the same questions and 
their replies are printed here as transcribed from tape 
fecordings. To maintain their conversational quality, they 
were not heavily edited except as required by space 
limitations, 

Q. What do you feel is the most critical Issue facing 
the new school board? How would you address your- 
self to that issue? 

CASTLEMAN - | feel the most critical issue facing 
the school board is trying to’ provide equality of 
educational opportunity for every youngster in the 
Columbus school district. 

| think one way that | would attempt to address 
Myself to it is by putting priority in the classroom; that is, 

living teachers whatever help they might need in raising 
the level of achievement of students in their classroom. 
That's the primary way. 

Now of course another very important way is | would 
like to see our schools representative across the board 
in terms of the makeup of the community we live in, . 

FLOM - | feel the communities attitude toward the 
desegregation suit is the most critical issue and the 
second would be finance, With the first, it is in litigation 
and | don’t feel we can do anything until it goes through 
the courts, As far as finance is concerned, | feel that | 
would-like-to-fobby for more state funds for elementary 
and secondary education. 

FOWLKES - The most critical issue | see facing the 
new school board would be that of bringing about unity 
and coming up with positive, approaches to the 
desegregation suit. 

| feel that if the court order should come down that 
we are ordered to have desegregation, then we as 
school board members could effectively, and ex- 
pediently, come up with plans to ease the tensions and 
bring about unity in the community. 

OR. HAMLAR - Emotional wise, the ragation 
court suit is the one issue that will probably cause the 
most turmoil and disturbance possibilities in this city. 

, | think more concern of education that will 
have to be dealt with considering the national movement 
by teachers, particularly those who are trying to upgrade 
their status as far as education is concerned, and it's 
also tied in-with the Inflation that’s going on. 

So by them asking for more money and better 
oe conditions | think the schools are going to have 
to deal with in @ forthright manner. One is an 
emotional thing, the other is a matter of fact. It's 
something that is a part of the times-bad economics and 
high_inflation, ; 

LANGDON - Of course the school finances is a 
major one .., | think the court case is a critical issue and 
| feel that on that one the board can do some things and 
we're trying to do as many things as possible within the 
confines of what's available. 

Another critical issue ... is local control. There are 
One or two candidates who | fee! would not represent the 
public but would rather represent the teacher 
organization. 

In the past the board has maintained a solid front 
with regard to that and it’s important that the board con- 
tinue to do so, This would be a source of great disunity 
‘on the board. 

| think this should be. recognized because if the con- 
trol of the school system is given to the teacher 
Organization it is taken out of the hands of the parents 
and other voters... 

REDDEN - | think the most critical issue is that of 
funds for schools in the next year, and in the ensuing 
years. in the first place we're going to have to make 
decisions as to when we're going to renew a levy, and to 
make some cutbacks on programs, hence probably cut- 
back in teachers. 

(ll be soliciting trom the state through the Ohio 
Schoo! Board Association for state funds. We received a 
good deal this year, but not enough, and I'll be working 
on that. 

SONNENSTEIN - | think that one of the most critical 
issues is that we're only achieving average results in 
one-third of our elementary schools, that means that 
two-thirds of the kids in elementary schools are not 
achieving what the average kid in the U.S. is, which 
Means we're not educating enough kids. 

WELD - | think the most critical, burning issue right 
now Is the board itself ... | think that no matter what 
issues we take if we don't make some change in the 
complexion of that board it would be very tough to come 
to aripe with the issues facing the board. 

| think that because of a board that-is very racially 
polarized, inflexible, unwilling to compromise, irrational 
at times, that we must bring some voice of reason to the 
board and that is what | hope to do ...

FLOM - | feel it has the same effect on inner city 
children as outer city schools. Because of the 
displacement of teachers it has hurt both the black and 
the white students, Any time a person is forced to tran. 
sfer against his will, he probably would not be able to do 
@8 good a job, 

| believe teachers have different abilities and tunc- 
tlon better under varying circumstances. There are 
teachers who welcome the challenge of individual 
development and there are others who work better with a 
group, 

| feel right now because of the agreement we are 
locked In it and we are being forced by the civil rights 
groups weet the numbers game. 

FO ~ | feel that the present Civil Rights Com- 
mission decision to have the teacher transfer plan was 
somewhat of a blow to the black community. | don't think 
it was the right approach they should have taken, We as 
qualified black people need good qualified teachers in 
our Inner city to enhance our education system. 

We as black people need to know about our culture, 
We aoe. pears who would take pride in us, who are 
concerned about our welfare. 

DA. HAMLAR - | have already tried to deal with it by 
asking people in the community to form a committee to 
educate the public about the possibility this suit 
declaring that we are a segregated system and what we 
should do to correct this. 

| would think it would be better to have the facts out 
and have the people know that there are possibilities of 
desegregating the schools without going through the 
things that have been negative in other large ctties, 

For instance, a maximum amount of busing wouldn't 
be necessary in Columbus, We could do several things 
because of the distribution of the black population that 
probably won't take much more busing that has been 
done in recent years. , 

LANGDON - (There is concern) that the removal of a 
high percentage of black teachers from those schools 
that have a high percentage of black pupils could have a 
detrimental effect because naturally the pupils would 
look up to the teachers of their own race and | see con- 
siderable value in this... 

| feel that the request of the Civil Rights Com- 
mission was in error, | voted against it. | think since they 
have required the board, under threat of law suit, to take 
this action it is up to the Civil Rights Commission to take 
the initiative. 

REDDEN - In the first place, in this democratic 
society, rules are made and agreements are reached by 
a majority vote. | was not a part of that majority when 
that Ohio Civil Rights Conciliation was given, The 
reason that | wasn't is because we were already begin- 
ning to integrate these schools. The graph. shows that 
they were going up. 

| don't see any way we can retrench or change. If 
there are those who could come up with some 
reasonable solutions, then | would be happy to listen. 

SONNENSTEIN - What happened was that they took 
experienced black teachers out of the inner city and sent 
in inexperienced white teachers, as | read it. That was 
very detrimental to the education of inner city children. 

| think we have to give teachers more than one day 
of in service training, which is all they got when they 
went into the inner city schools. 

We have to change the whole structure of teachers’ 
salary schedules so that we have master teachers who 
have proven their abilities helping younger inex- 
perienced teachers in giving them some strategies so 
that teachers will be teaching teachers, who in turn will 
do a better job of teaching kids; 

WELD - | think there-have been a number of 
problems with the agreement ... We have some very short 
range problems and some long range. What has been 
done will be in the best interest of the children 
throughout the city, including the inner city, 

But it's,my understanding that there are many, 
blacks particularly, who are quite concerned that the 
most experienced blacks were pulled out of their 
schools and put into ... white schools, and replaced with 
white inexperienced teachers... 

Unfortunately sometimes it's been administration 
policy to put the young teachers into the inner city and 
Offtimes they have not had experience with inner city 
children. 

| would like to sit down if elected ... with the civil 
rights commission and see if anything can be done to 
help equalize the immediate problem of some of the 


most experi blacks being pulled out. 
SO wr ben ny nein nonwhite 
schools, what is your opinion 
of the cause what would you recommend 
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CASTLEMAN - | already addressed (this question) 
when | spoke of giving teachers the kind of help they 
need to raise the achievement level and meet the needs 
of all youngsters in their classrooms. | think that really it 
is a priority as far as | am concerned. 

Another es Shs have done, which was a4 part of 
that staff integration agreement which was very unfair is 
a lot of experienced teachers were taken out of those 
schools in an effort to integrate some of the other 
schools. 

think young teachers just out of school, which is 
what seams to predominate in the poorer schools, really 
need help in developing their skills, 

FLOM -| feei the basic needs of low income families 
have a bearing on achievement. Many of these families 
don't know where their next meal or their next week's 
rent Is coming from so pushing their child to get the best 
education offered is not uppermost in their mind, 

There, is great mobility in many of these areas. Man 
of these chi 's parents are low achievers. Some lac’ 
skilis or have a hard time adjusting to a skill. Therefore 
they do not encour: their children as parents do who 
have had successful work experiences. 

Now as far as remedies, since many of these 
children come to schoo! behind in normal childhood ex- 
perlences.| fee! smaller classes at the primary level are

FOWLKES - | would recommend that first of all, that 
the administration get back to the basics, that is, the 
three Ris, These are fundamental to any type of learning 
educational situation.

REDDEN - First of ali, let me state some positive 
things. We have the same: textbooks used regularly in 
classrooms for all schools in the city, We also have 
teachers interspersed throughout all schools in the city 
which. are squeliy qualified, 

Not only that, but there are those that also have the 
BA and MA and PH.D, degrees In similar proportions, In 
other words, we don’t have BA teachers in the inner city 
and MA teachers in the outer city, or vice versa |... The 
schools are dispensing or giving good and equal 
education throughout the city, 

When we afe in areas where parents cannot or don’t 
know how to encourage, motivate their children towards 
education, then we have a problem trying to make up for 
the lack of that is in these areas... 

STEIN - One of the causes | think is that 
teachers don't believe that kids can learn. It's a self- 
tulfilling prophecy. If you believe that this kid isn't going 
to learn anything, then that kid probably isn't going to 
learn anything. 

You have to begin to change the attitude of 
teachers, and you have to take kids who have been 
disadvantaged and reach them at the preschool level 
before they enter the public school, One of the things 
I've been working on with the Douglas Developmental 
Learning Program is to set up a preschool program. 

WELD - A very complex Y page We're talking 
about a product which Is a child and a lot of things go 
into that product, certainly the home, the parents, the en- 
vironment are part of the reasons for children sometimes 
not being able to succeed, 

Nutrition, just having a healthful body, is part of it, 
But | think one of the most critical factors is self esteem 
of the child, the self concept. 

Ofttimes parents don't reinforce it — “hey, you're ok, 

u can do it" — sometimes teachers don't do as good a 
job as they should .., it's unconscious, they're not aware 
that they're Ingraining ... it's almost a crushing burden 
that's been placed on children ofttimes by society 
because of racism and ... all these other factors.

developed 
meaningful ways to involve parents despite their 
educational level, 

| think we do have a lot of parents who are willing 
and interested in helping and they only need to be told 
specifically what-we t them to do. 

Sometimes it means having training-programs to 
assist them in doing whatever we want them to do so 
they'll know how to proceed with a particular task. 

Traditionally we have not given principals the sup- 
port in going ahead and doing things like this. If we're 
rincipals accountable for the level of in- 
‘struction and for what happens in their school we also 
must be encouraging and supportive af them in their ef- 
forts to involve the community. 

FLOM - | think this varies from school to school 
depending on the administrator and the staff. Most of the 
schools that | work with encourage parental volunteer 
programs such as volunteer reading programs, library 
aids, booster and extra curricular activities, parent and 
family life, just to name a few. 

However, | think the public must be made mdre 
aware that these are their schools and their input is 
needed and this is one of the reasons why I'm running 
for the board of education, to put parents back into 
education, 

FOWLKES -| definitely fee! that the schools should 
encourage parents to participate more in the educational 
system, | feel this is a good peeSanh to upgrading our 
educational system ... | would stress this point by saying 
that | would work as an individual with the community in 
p ing and stressing that they attend the classroom 
setting on some regular basis, meet with the principals 
and staff, attend the PTA and board meetings which | 
propose to move up to 7 p.m. which would give everyone 
an opportunity to attend. 

The community is a little upset at the present time 
set for the school board to meet (4 p.m.) and they are 
unable to attend, 

DR. HAMLAR - | certainly believe they should be more 
involved, but | fee! what has kept them from being more 
involved is the present structure of the PTA ... | believe 
the PTA (Parent-Teachers Organization) has turned a lot 
of people off because it is so administrative orientated 
that a lot of parents don’t feel their voices will be heard 
or their policies will be considered... 

With the principal automatically the vice president 
and the teachers having little voice, parents feel that 
whomever ae with the principal will automatically 
become president, Therefore it's hardly an organization 
which the parents can feel actively involved. 

LANGDON - | feel definitely the schoo! system should 
have more parent involvement. | think that woul come 
through strengthening the PTA, The school board has 
won the PTA as an advisory arm of the schoo! 

em, 

This way it would be a formal recognizable con- 
nection between the parents and the schoot system,This 
would be real parent involvement and | mean parent in- 
volvement with the teachers and the principals, 

REDDEN - Yes, | do, I've worked for 15 years on 
parent’ involvement through the PTA. The reason I've 
done it through this organization is because it is a very 
democratic ye Hepa .. which recognizes all races, 
creeds, and differences of people an yet has an open 
membership... 

The) Board of Education recognizes the PTA as the 
chief lay advisory group not only to the Board of 
Education, but the administrative staff of our schools... 

SONNENSTEIN - The school system asks for parent 
volunteers when they need library aides, and to help with 
the PTA fundraising, and things like that, But my. ex- 
perience is that when those parents begin to question 
some of the things that go on in the schools, they're 
eased out of the volunteer jobs, Parents will. have to 
onto a@ stronger voice in the education of their 


WELD - Emphatically yes. PTA is only one facet of 
varothar «eOlvemer., > think that “se schools have tw ... 
sincerely want parental input and | think sometimes 
we'Ve seen too much pseudo, false — “we'd like to have 
your input, we'll listen" — but It doesn't seem to go too 
much further than that. And people know that ... 

| would like to see school board meetings out 
into the community from time to time, | think aving 
school board’meetings at four o'clock in the afternoon 
negate a lot of people from attending.

for schools that are being built in areas that are not fairly 
representative of the population of the total community, 

Now | am concerned about our not using many of 
the inner city schools because of a drop in enroliment 
and | had at one point ... that we could use 
these for specialty schools to try to draw people from the 
total community, 
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FLOM - The people of Columbus voted these funds 
for certain projects and these promises must be kept. We 
must continue to look at old buildings and when they 
become inefficient we must decline what to do with them 
then. 

FOWLKES - | fee! that there is a waste of the tax- 
pars money building new schools at the present time 
in that the new schools that are being built are out in the 
suburban areas, which in effect does not include the 
black community .,. This has created a problem for a lot 
of concerned parents, and it is:something we'll have to 
deal with. 

With the decrease in enrollment, | think it may 
become necessary, and soon, that we have redistricting, 
rezoning of the school system, We must utilize every 
building possible. 

DR. HAMLAR - | was hoping that the desegregation 
suit would take Care of this. | was very muoh concerned 
where schools were built, but when people from Project 
Unite (the community, that is) didnt support the 
educational park concept, then that kind of made things 
more difficult... 

It wasn't too important to me where these schools 
are built because if we were going to have a segregation 
plan black kids were going to go there. The way | would 
intend to deal with It now is to be sure that the public 
has a part to play in the desegregation plan that has to 
be drawn up for Columbus, and | just hope Columbus 
can. draw_it_up-_without-having the judge to-appoint 
someone from the outside to come in and draw up a 
plan. 

LANGDON - It isn't as simple as may be apparent ... 
When you build a building it's up there for 50 or 100 
years and the racial mix in a community has often 
changed, 

At times it may go from white to black or from black 
to white. It's gone both ways. So it's important to build 
the building where the population is. 

Now | know a building stands there. If it’s found 
later in the inner city that there may be less need for it | 
think then that type of a building should be converted to 
use for a special activity, a special type of education, 
where we would be busing pupils anyway. 

To bus pupils ... out of the neighborhood without a 
special program | think is a waste of the taxpayer's 
money. 
if we. build buildings solely from the way the 
Bonet mix Is now without regard to where the pupils 
ive we are committing ourselves to a projected busing 
program that would go on for years, 

REDDEN - First of all buildings are vacated because 
students aren't there. We can't justify keeping buildings 


-open when we don't have student enrollment. | respond 


Po saying that we have a Columbus Plan, whereby any 
child may go to any school in the city if it balances race 
in that school, He may go on for program reasons or he 
may on race reasons if he wishes, So | don't see where 
any segregated buildings are being built. 

SONNENSTEIN - They're right. There are vacant 
spaces in the inner city, and there are vacant spaces in 
the outer city schools too because we've lost about 4,000 
students just this past year. | don’t understand why we're 
building all these additional schools, it doesn’t make a 
lot of sense to me. 

| think we. ought to be closing down a lot of unused 
schools because of the energy crisis, it seems ridiculous 
to heat a building that has only half of its rooms oc- 
cupled. As far as pouring more money into inner schools 
like Champion, | say close it, 

WELD - | too am concerned and I'm concerned 
enough that if | become elected to the board | would like 
to push immediately for some kind of a neutral entity to 
come in and analyze very Edel what kinds of 
demographic changes have occurred in the last year or 
so,

Scales, during a demon- 
stration outside the 
meeting place of a group

Suggesting that “we're

Economic Planning 
Needed 


We're passing through an extended period of 
economic In lity, reaching back to the late sixties 
and including wage and price freezes, devaluation, in- 
flation and now, Depression and joblessness. 

It’s clear that the old formulas aren't working and 
the-old. remedies. aren't taking effect..A_lot of what 
was held for so long to be economic truth is turning 
into-yesterday's bellef-—~ outdated and overtaken by 
events. 

Just consider a few of those old beliefs. 

: Until moan. economists believed in the so- 
called “Philips Curve,” which postulated a direct 
relationship between employment and inflation -- 
when the “employment curve” goes up and passes a 
certain point, inflation increases. 

But now we've got Inflation going in tandem with 
high jobless rates, and more and more economists 
are convinced that the old equation doesn't give the 
right answers any more. Not only that, but many are 
beginning to see that we can have high employment 
rates without high inflation. It all depends on where 
those jobs are and what they produce. 

: Another cherished myth that's fallen by the 
wayside is that unemployment benefits are so 
generous that even extended periods of unem- 
ployment won't inflict too much damage on laid-off 
workers, 


The catch here Is that not everyone is covered by 
unemp! tt Insurance — half the black jobless 
don't collect any such benefits.

Moody Ignoring 
People Services, 
Rosemond Charges 


The Moody ad- 
ministration “has 
misplaced its priorities, 
concentrating its resour- 
ces on building a 
bureaucracy while 
ignoring services the 
people of Columbus want 
and need," Dr. John 
Rosemond told an Eastside 
audience Tuesday. 

Rosemond said the 
Moody administration “has 
spent millions. of dollars 
and hired hundreds of new 
employees in its pet depar- 
tments, but it has given 
short shifts to ‘people 
problems’ -- sanitation 
collection, street repair, 
street lighting, and par- 
ticularly police and fire 
protection.” 

“That is the real issue of 
this campaign,” Rosemond 
said, “Mayor Moody cities 
had administrative ac- 
complishments. | am 
speaking about people, 
and their wants and needs 
and desires.” 

Rosemond said the city’s 
annual budget has risen by 
more than 50 percent since 
1971, and that the number 
of city employees, ex- 
etuding parttime 
provisional workers, had 
jumped from about 5,500 in 
1972 to more than 6,300 in 
September of 1975. 

“But the people aren't 
getting the direct benefits 
of all these increases,” 
Rosemond said, ‘While the 
staffs of the development 
and finance departments 
have grown dramatically, 
the number of policemen, 
or firemen, of sanitation 
workers, or street repair 
workers, has failed to keep 
pace with the growth of the 


city.” 

Rosemond called the 
current vacancies in the 
police department ‘‘a 
classic example of the ad- 
ministration's failure to act 
on problems facing the 
people” 


TRUSTEES - Serving as 
international Council of Mid-Ohio are Jarret C. Chavous, 


“Until a new class of 
recruits started -at the 
Police Academy just this 
week, there were 200 
vacancies on the force,” 
Rosemond- said. ‘This 
need not have ever hap- 
pened, The administration 
knew for years it had to 
come up with an af- 
firmative .action pee 
for police hiring. Yet, it sat 
back and did as little as it 
possibly: could, and as a 
result the court had to step 
into the hiring picture,” 

“Let's look at the 
Development Department, 
with its high-priced printed 
brochures and publicity 
pieces," Rosemond said. 
“That department has 
grown from 134 persons in 
1971 to 184 today. The 
Finance Department has 
jumped from eight to 25 
persons, and while | agree 
we need solid financial 
Management, | question 
the priorities exhibited in 
that kind of leap.” 

And yet the real 
“people” departments 
have suffered by com. 
Parison,” the City, Council 
member said. “The fire 
division has increased by 
only 33 men over four 
years. The sanitation 
department is actually 
down by about a dozen, as 
is the street maintenance 
department.” 

“| think the people of 
Columbus are beginning to 
see through the Mayor's 
rhetoric and ‘realize they 
just “aren't getting their 


money's worth out of city , 


government," Rosemond 
said. 

“| think they want 
leaders who are dedicated 
to solving people 
problems, not bureaucratic

However, the majority of the board at this time 
disagrees with the Superintendent taking anything from 
any other city and actually putting it with logic to any 
plans, alternatives in Columbus that would presuppose 
that we're going to lose the case.

Doctor John Prescribes 
Treatment For City Ills 


John Rosemond has always worked in the interest 
of the people of Columbus during his 20 years as a 
family physician and civic leader and during his six 
years on City Council. He has not only taken care of 
physical ailments of his patients, but as a councilman 
he has tried to heal the social and economic maladies 
that plague most of our citizenry. 

The Call-Post talked to the Democratic candidate 
for mayor one week before the election and he 
outlined four broad areas. of concern that: he will 
tackle if he is elected mayor. 

Rosemond proposes an independent ombudsman 
office, funded by the city and county. Patterned after 
the Dayton program, the ombudsman would not be 
answerable to the city administration; instead, he 
would have enough influence to solve existing 


prdblems and complaints. The ombudsman unit would™_ 


include the ombudsman, adequate staff and a board 
of directors. 

Rosemond would also involve all members of the 
police force in a comprehensive police-community 
relations program which would start with top-level 
police officials, district and bureau commanders, and 
filter down to the patrolmen. : 

Moreover, he intends to take his cabinet members 
“on the road," that is, to have his cabinet meet with 
neighborhood: associations on a regular basis and 
listen to their needs. Es 

His proposal for district representation on City 
Council will appear on the Nov. 4 ballot as a City 
Charter change amendment, and Rosemond an- 
ticipates that the citizens of Columbus will approve 
the charter change so that there will be broader 
representation on the legislative body. 

Rosemond intends to take an immediate inventory 
of all the available industrial and commercial sites 
that already have water and sewer facilities and en- 
“courage business to locate in these areas in order to 
contain rapid expansion and to revitalize these older 
areas of the city. He is an advocate of “controlled 
Columbus and believes that with 
adequate planning older areas can be developed and 
the dormant work force in the older areas can be 
utilized. 

He will also create a blue-ribbon panel of business 
and labor representatives to seek out new business 
for the Columbus area. 

More importantly, Rosemond plans to revise the 
current system of assigning the costs of water and 
sewer service so that developers will pay a “fairer 
share of the cost of expanding services. 

Asserting that he will propose no new taxes, 
Rosemond said that he will shuffle priorities within 
the city budget and stop the exorbitant spending for 
administration in the development and finance depart- 
ment in order to spend the money for services — 
police, sanitation, street repair. 

Rosemond will initiate a complete internal study of: 
every city operation, allowing the workers in each 
department to recommend where to cut back and how 
to improve services. 

Rosemond- has announced a five-point crime 
prevention program which will strengthen the police 
department, develop better police-community 
relations, bring foot patroimen back to the neigh- 
borhoods, insure swift prosecution of offenders, and 
reduce the incidence of juvenile crime. 

Rosemond indicated that the problems of the city 
can be eliminated through strong, aggressive leader- 
ship and wide-scale citizen participation in the gover- 
qmental process.

A badly needed pre- 
schoo! center has bean 
formulated in the South 
Linden area as an alter- 
native to regular day care 
centers, and to enhance or 


motivate learning 
Capabilities in preschool 
children, according ta 


Phillip Locke, owner of 
Love Academy Child 
Development Institute, 
1374 E. 25th Ave. 
Organized on Sept. 15, 
the school utilizes a com- 
bination of innovative 
teaching techniques for 
minority youths. Locke 
noted that the northend 
district was chosen after 
comparative stats from a 
board of education survey 


showed that area youths 
were only reading on a 2 
1/2-15% norm level in con. 
trast to the citywide 
average of 47%. 

“There has been no con- 
cerned citizens or 
education group that has 
attacked this problem in 
this area, which leaves the 
Present education system 
unmotivating for black 
children. We're trying to do 
something because we 
don't feel that black or 
minority kids are inferior,” 
Locke said, 

Though presently there 
are only 15 children 
enrolled, the center has a 
Capacity for 60-100 youths, 
The Academy's four mem.

Reading Is Fundamental 
(RIF), a national organiza- 
tion dedicated to raising 
reading standards in child-
